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^^OT will appear from the 
I ^ following account, that it 
k>i()IOi(js is frequently impofllble to 
procure Bibles for Proteftants in 
Wales ; and that this has been the 
cafe more or lefs ever fince the 
Reformation: in which time, the 
years of fcarcity have been many 
more, than the years of plenty. 
Was this fuiEciently known, it 
would not remain long (it is ap- 
prehended) without a remedy ; 
A 2 efpe- 
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efpecially if an objedion to fucfi 
a remedy, arifing from imagined 
inconveniences attending the pre- 
fervation of the Welfh tongue, 
could be removed. 

To inform the public of this cafe 
and to remove this objedtion, was 
therefore the firfl and principal 
intention of the author. He will 
own himfelf much miflaken^' or 
the objedion is here fhewn to be, in 
general, very trifling to the inhabi- 
tants either of England or Wales. 
The prefent was thought a fit fea- 
fon for an attempt of this kind ; 
as the Society for promoting Chrif- 
tian Knoivlege are now foliciting the 
ajftfiance of the able and the generous?:, 
for the republication of. the Welfh 
Bible. This firft and principal in- 
tention. 
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tention, it is believed, will need no 
apology. It needs none to the 
writer's own mind. It will need 
none to the friends of religion, of 

virtue, and of knowlege none 

therefore to any perfon, whofe ap- 
probation is worth having. 

The beft way of conveying in- 
formation of the above cafe, was 
thought to be, by an hiftorical de- 
dudioh of the verfions and editions 
of the book. But here materials 
were very deficient. The tranfla- 
tion had been made near two hun- 
dred years ago. • No hiftory had 
ever been given of this fubjed. 
It was, perhaps^ never confidered 
as important enough to deferve it. 
It might be deemed iiifficient that 
there was a tranflation: and pro- 
vided 
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vidcd that Wa^ well done;! r^o mat- 
ter when, or by wham. If the edi-i 
dons of the book had been as re-* 
gular and plentiful, as the vierfion 
is goodpthe. hi&ory of them ^ould 
hav^ ftill remained unattempted^ 
and the want of it would not harQ 
had weight enough to prefi the 
author to this fcrvice, or to trouble 
others in this way. If the hiftory 
Icems defcdivc; let its novelty, let 
the diftance of the event, let the 
fewnefs and fcattered condition of 
the materials be its apology. If 
the manner of its execution be 
faulty, the writer alone is to blame. 
Bv^ he has no gregt notion of mul^ 
tiplying apologia : and is of opir 
nibn, that any part of this, and of 
every other work^ which cannot 

ftand 
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ftand without propping^ fliould 
even be fuffered to fall. 

He has no claim to the ap- 
pendix but that of an editor ; nor 
any right to that, except the right 
of occupancy. He profefles a great 
regard for the memory of the ori- 
ginal proprietors: and would be 
glad to do them honor, by pub- 
lifhing any of their remains, which 
may have that tendency ; more ef- 
pecially in the prefent cafe, fince 
thefe their remains may be confi- 
dered as vouchers for the hiftory ; 
and alfo agreeable to the reader, 
for their antiquity or curioilty.

Historical Account 

OF TH fi 

BRITISH, ^c. 

TH E vulgar verfions of the Bible 
are in general owing to the Re- 
formation from Popery> and were made 
either in the lixteenth century or fince : 
an inquiry therefore of this kind is 
bounded by that important event; and 
can reach no farther back than the reigns 
of Elizabeth, of Edward the Sixth, or 
at moft of Henry the Eighth. 

From an epiftle of the Bifliop * of 

St. David, prefixed to the Welfli New

• Dr. Richard Davis^ 
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Teftament printed in 1567 we learn, tKat 
there was a Britifh nianufcript verfion of 
the Pentateuch, extant in the reign of 
the laft-mentioned King. ** I remem- 
'* ber," fays the Biihop, **^to have feen^. 
** when a lad, a tranflatioa of the five 
" books of Mofes in the Britifh or 
" Welfh tongue, in the pofleffion oif 
^* a learned gentleman,, a. near relation 
*^ of our family/*^^ 

I F we fiippofe the author to be fixty 
years of age, at the time of writing Jthis 
cpiftle ^ ; and if we dcdu(3: from the date 
of it forty years, in order to bring us to 
the time to which he refers; we fliall find 
that the above verfion muft have beea 
feen as early ias 1527, about the middle 
of the reign of Henry the Eighth, and 
muft have beta made fpme time fooner.. 
It was extant therefore a confiderable 
time, before the printing of any part of 
the Bible in Welfti, and even prior, ta

Some other fmall and detached paiTages 
of Scripture {ecti\ to have been tranllatcd 
into this language, iri the days of Edward 
the Sixth, and printed probably for the 
ufe of his liturgy or fervice book. One 
little thing of this fort was publifhed in 
1551, ill that King's reign, and is men* 
tioned by the late Mr. J, Ames, Secre- 
tary to the Antiquarian Society. The title 
of it, as printed ^ in Ames, is extremely 
incorreA ; it figoifies, in my way of read- 
ing it. Certain portions of Scripture^ per- 
haps the epiftlqs and gofpels, dpp&inted to 
he read in churches in the time of commu- 
B 2 nion

This, little and inconfiderable as it ittay 
be thought, feems to have been all the 
cfFedt the reformation had in this way, 
on that part of the kingdom, till the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth ; but that pro- 
mifed and produced fomething more 
confiderable. 

In the year 1562 rather 1563, it was

In what mann» the latter part of Ais^ 
ftatute has been complied with is no^ 
my bufincfs now to inquire. As to the 
former part, one year after the time 
fixed by Parliament, Tbe^ New "^^a-^ 
tnentf tranjlated into the Britijh tongue, 
was printed in a bandfome quarto J^ 399 
leaves-^ in black letter as it is catted ^^^ 
difpofed and divided, as to hcioh and 
chapters, like our prefent I'ejlaments-^ 
with arguments and contents to each 
hook and to each cbapter^^witb exphna^ 
tions of difficult words in the margirii 
but no references to parallel pajfages, ai 
indeed there could not be ^ for there is 
no difiinBion of verfes, except in fome 
books towards the latter end, which is 
the more remarkable^ as Englijh editions 
of the Bible, before this time, have in 
general that d^HnSlion. 

Op 
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O F this verfion the book of the Re* 
velation was tranflated by T. H. C. M. •" 
perhaps Thomas Hupt, Chanter or Prse- 
centor of Menew, that is, St. David \ 
The fecond epiftle to Timothy, the epiftle 
to the Hebrews, the epiftle of St. James, 
and both the epiftles of St. Peter, were 
tranflated by D. R. D. M. that is Dr. 
Richard Davis Menevenfis or Biftiop of 
St. David K All the reft of this tranf- 
lation was the work of W* S. that is 
William Salelbury *, very eminent in his 
day, and amongft his own nation, for his 
great induftry learning and piety. 

This Teftament was printed in Lon^ 
don^. in the year 1567, by Henry Den- 
ham, at the cofts and charges of Hunv- 
phrey Toy *. To it is prefixed a Calen* 
dar and an Englifh dedication ^^ To

^* Elizabeth, &c/' by the principal tranf- 
lator : and a long epiftle in Welfh to bis 
countrymen, by the Bifhop of St. David. 
From thefe two pieces and the title-page 
weunderftand — that this verfion wasniade 
from the Greek collated with the Latin— 
that it was made with fidelity and dili- 
gence— -and that Salelbury had the over- 
fight of the whole, efpecially of the 
publication, ^^ by the appointment,*' as 
he fays, ^* of our moft vigilant Paftours 
** the Bifhops of Wales." 

But there was no edition, pr verfion of 
the Old Teftament into the Britifli tongue, 
till above twenty years after this publica- 
tion of the New: this muft feem ex- 
traordinary, and we cannot but be fur- 
prized at fuch a delay, at fuch an inftancc 
of non-compliance with an aft of Par- 
liament. 

For the honor of the Bifhops of that 
time in Wales I would hppe, and from 

an 
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iA cxpr^on ufed by Salefbury above I 
might conclude ; that this delay did not 
proceed from any want of difpofition in 
them to promote and forward this good, 
this ncceffary work. For the credit of 
my country I would hope, and from the 
little Itknow of the hiftory of that period 
I believe ; that this delay did not pro- 
ceed from want of perfons of fkill and 
ability, at that time among tlie Welfli, 
to undertake and execute a work of this 
kind. And for the honor of ftill greater 
folks I could wifh fuch a non-compliance 
may not have proceeded from want of 
fuflicient time allowed, or from any o* 
ther want of proper and neceffary pro-' 
vifion made, for. the due and timely exe- 
cution of it* 

I have, however, fome fufpicions that 
all here was not as it ought to have been; 
and let it afFed whom it may, I ihall lay 
my fu4>icions before the Reader; and as 
this will be done with fubmiffion to the 
judgment of others, and with due defer- 
ence to all proper Autority, it is pre-^ 
C fumed/ 
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fumed, I fhall neither deferve nor incur 
blame. 

Not to infill on the peculiarity of ap-^ 
pointing, for the examination and peru- 
fal of this verfion, five Gentlemen, who 
Were to do it, in virtue of their offices ; 
who may have often, if not general- 
ly been all, Englifh, but perhaps were 
never all together Welfh, or Matters of 
the Welfh Language; not to infifl:, I 
fay, on this very peculiar appointment : 
my firft doubt refpefts the Time allow-^ 
ed, by the Statute, for undertaking and 
compleating this bufinefs. This was be^ 
tween three and four years. 

The tranflating and printing of the 
whole of Luther's German Bible took 
him up from 1522 to 1532 \ 

The tranflators of the abovemention*' 
ed Britifh New Teftament afifure us, that 
it was done with diligence^ that is, with 
all expedition poflible ^ yet it was not 

finifh-*

The Englifli Tranflation of what is 
galled Parker's, or the Bifhop's Bible was 
begun in 1559 ', but it was not fini(he4 
till 1568. Bifhop Burnet fays iijdeed 
that it was printed in 156 1. But that ia 
9 miftake, as may be knpwn from Lewis's 
Hiftory of the Tranflations of the Bible 
into Engliih ^ . And ' 

King James's new verfion of the Eng-p 
lifh Bible was ordered as early as 1604; 
but it was not compleated ^nd publifhed 
till 1613", 

. Poth thef? verfions, it fhould be re- 
member(?d, were not properly fpeaking 
new tranflations, but only revi^iSons or 
corre<ftions of former verfions ; yet they 
^ook up each of them (as did alfo Lu- 
ther's) nine or ten years ere they were 
eompleated : but according to the above 
Statute, The whole Bible, confifling 
C 2 of

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of the New Teftartjcnt and the Old, and 
very probably the Apocrypha, together 
with the Book of Common Prayer and 
the Admlniftfation of the SacramentSif 
is to be tranflated for the firft time, into 
the Britjfli or Welfli Tongue— is to be 
viewed and perufed by five different per-? 
fons— is to be printed, to be bound and 
to be fct up, in every church in the 
country, in the fpace of four, if not of 
three years. 

In this prefent Century, the bare print- 
ing of the Bible in that language basi 
taken up as much, if not more time^ 
The edition of 1746 was begun in 1743: 
and the edition of 171 8 was fet about 
In 1714^ 

Suppose the time allowed, by the 
Statute, to have been- fuf&cient for the 
purpofe; I fufpedt there are here other 
omifjions or negkBs of feveral things ne- 
^effary for accomplifhing this bufinefs j 
which neglefts or omiflions might not 
pply have thys procraftinated and de- 
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fttfcd it, 4but have even prevented k^ 
being effeded. 

For the due peiformance of our Engi» 
Jifli verfiotts, with care and expedition;—, 
a regular pl^ is laid down-^e whole 
Bible is divided into feveral portions— 
a certain number of perfons, almoft n 
3eptuagint, of known learning and abir 
Hties, are appointed by name to ufnder-^ 
take and execute the work— • their table 
and other neceflary expences, while em-* 
ployed (eftimated at above One Thoufand ; 
Marks, near Seven Hundred Pounds ■ ), 
the table, I fay, and other neceflary ex- 
pences of thele tranflators are defrayed 
by Ae Public— and from the beginning 
orders are iffued out by His Majefty; 
that tfiey be fpeedily and amply reward- 
ed with the firft Parfonages, Prebends 
or other goodly Livings, which fhould 
become vacant ^. But, here no fuch pro-^ 
yifion is made. Nothing of this kind 

feems

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feems to have been thought of. No 
royal mandates are iffued out. No carq 
taken fojc rewarding or fupporting the 
perfons employed. No diviiion of Scrip-, 
ture or parcelling it out among a cer- 
tain number of perfons. No plan at aH 
laid down. No appointment of any one 
perfon to undertake the whole or any 
Part of it. . It is ordered — it is ordered, 
to be done — but unfortunately to be done 
by Nobody. 

It may be faid, diat thefe things are 
left to the care an4 diredtion. of the 
Welfh Bifhops ; and o\ight to have been 
provided and regulated by them. They 
arey fays the Statute, for the fouFs health 
of the flocks committed to their charge,, 
to take fuch Order among themfelves, that 
this may be done : that . is^ They are to 
meet and confult together, They are to 
nominate and appoint proper pe|-fons. tQ 
undertake this affair. They are to require 
and enjoin them to do it. They are to 
view aod perufe the tranflation, when it 

is 
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h done ; and if it appears to be right, thejr 
are to approve and allow it, and then get 
it put to the prefs and publifhed. But, 

It fhould be confidered, with what 
fund and at whofe expence all this is to 
be accomplifhed. How are the Bifhops 
to engage and prevail upon able and fuf- 
ficient perfons to undertake it ? — How are 
the tranflators to be maintained and fup- 
ported, while they are employed? Or, 
How are they to be paid and rewarded 
afterwards ? Who is to defray the ex- 
pence of the prefs arid publication, and 
other expences neceflarily to be incur- 
red, before the Book can be ready for 
the ufe of the public ? 

It fhould be remembered likewife, what 
is the penalty to be infli<Sted on the Bi- 
fliops, in ' cafe they did not choofe to do 
all, or any of thefe things. Is it Degra- 
dation ? Is it Deprivation of their Liv- 
ings ? Is it the Lofs of their Eftates, or 
any confiderable part of their Property ? 
No. It is no fuch thing. It is a fmall, 
a trifling penalty. It is a fine of Forty 

Pounds 
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Pounds each, which they muft pay in 
cafe of non-performance. And what 
muft be the confequence of performing 
what is enadted? Why a much greater 
Sum expended; which, for aught ap- 
pears to the contrary, muft all come out 
of their own pockets. 

Suppofe any five perfom, at this day 
in the Kingdom, required by the greateft 
Autority on earth, to fee any thing exe- 
cuted of a fimilar kind, or to takefuch Or-- 
der among tbemfihes, that fuch a thing 
may be done; or elfe to forfeit Forty 
Pounds apiece : would they not much 
fooner lay down their forfeit money, than 
engage in an affair, which would coft 
each of them fome Hundreds. Juft a 
century from this time, when the pre- 
fent Statute came to be re-enadted, by 
the Adt for U/iiformity, with a particular 
view to the Book of Common Prayer;/ 
this claufe of the penalty was wholly 
omitted as inadequate, improper or 
trifling.

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"WfhcA I confidtr thefe thingSi mj^ 
Wonder ceafes at the delay in this cafei 
tnd I am almoft tempted to afcribe the 
verfion md publication Of the J^ible^ in 
the language of Wales —not to the au*^ 
tority or efiicacy of the Statute, in that 
cafe made and provided — but to the good 
diipofitjon^ to the generofity^ to the

How Morgan came to undertake this 
bufinefs doth not appear. He dpth not 
fecm to l^ave been employed in it by 
^utority. Ife dpth not f^em tQ t^av^ 
been nominated by the Biihpps, comr 
.paiffioners for this affair, It ihould 
rather feen^, that he engaged in it fpon- 
taneoufly, ^ or ii^flu^ence^ only by the 
ufefulnefs and neceflity of the work, and 
.by the wifhes and prayers of the good 
D 2 people 
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people of the land. This jnay be infer* 
red, I prefume, from the preface or de- 
dication to his Bible. He is quite filent 
as to any order or injund:ion upon him, 
for this purpofe : he fays nothing of his 
feeing appointed by the BiiQiops his Ca^ 
periors, as Saleftury does in his dedica- 
tion to the Queen. 

It doth not appear when, that is in 
wh^t year, he undertook and fet about this 
tranflation. We have no reafon to think, 
Aat he began foon after the enabling of 
Queen Elizabeth's Statute; or that he fet 
out with the tranflators of the New 
Teftapientt It is probable, that he ha4 
done nothing about it, till a long while 
after the publication of their verfion. He 
had not done much, if any thing in it, 
before Whitgift was made Archbifliop 
of Canterbury. Thi? I infer from the 
?ibove dedication. He wonWhaye funk, he 
fays, under his difficulties and difcourage^ 
ments ; he would have thrown up and re- 
Jinquiflied the whole ; or he would have 
brought to the prefs and publifhed only 
the five Books of Mofes ; had it not been 
. . * for 
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for the An:hbi{h6p's fupp<H-t afid enc<m<-* 
i;agetxient. This is not the language of 
a peHbn retained and emj^oy^ by men 
in power. It is the language of pna 
who had engaged hunfelf freely, and 
who had it in his own option to perfe-- 
Tcrc or not. And it fhews too, that he 
had not done much before 1583, when 
Whil^;ift was promoted to Lambeth, 
. Neither doth it fully appear, what af- 
fiftance or aiTociates he had in this work* 
It may ieem an undertaking too laborious 
and tedious for one man. Three perfons 
were employed in tranflating the New 
Teftamenty though fome parts of that 
had been tranflated before ; I mean the 
Epiftles and Gofpels printed in Edward 
die Sixth's reign, which very probably 
were incorporated into the firft edition 
of the Teftament, and perhaps may be 
tJ^e part of it undijltnguijhtd by verfes^ 
The Old Teftament has the Apocrypha 
conneded with it— by itfclf it is a much 
larger book — and the original language ctf 
|t is lefs generally underftood. The tranf- 
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htlon of It iritift be a work of more time 
and difficulty. It is probable therefofe, 
that Morgan was only a Principal in this 
bufinefs, to whcMXi others (hould be ad-' 
ded as aflbciates or affiftants. But who 
thefe affiftants were may not be fully 
known; and it is ftill lefs known what 
they did. 

Wood tells us % that he was aided by 
Dr. R^ Parry, afterwards Bifhop of St. 
Afaph : but that I imagine to be a mif-^ 
take occafioned by the part Parry adt-t 
cd, above thirty years after, on a fecond 
vcrfion or edition of the Welfh Bible. 
However that be, Morgan himfelf fays 
nothing of Parry ; though he has taken 
care to mention and to make due acx 
knowledgements to fqveral Gentlemen, 
his worthy patrons or affiftants. Thefe 
were the Archbifhop of Canterbury be-r 
fore named — the Bifhqps of St. Afaph 
and Bangor (Dr. Hughes and Dr. Bel- 
lot I fuppofe)— — Dr. Gab. Goodman, 
Dean of Weftminfter — Pr. David Powel

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a Digiiitary, fays Wood, in one of the 
Cathedrals in Wales \ Mr. Edniund 
Pryfc, Archdeacon of Merioneth, author 
of the Wclfti Pfalms in- metre— and Mr* 
R"". Vaughan, Rciftor, then of Lutter-^ 
worth, afterwards Bifhop of Bangor, of 
Chefter and of London. 

Thefe Gentlemen encouraged and fup- 
portcd our tranflator in his work; they 
abetted and aflifted him ; opem tulerunt^ 
fays he, '^non contemnendam. They grant- 
ed him free accefs to their libraries^ 
which- muft be of confiderable advantage. 
They penifed and examined his verfion. 
They revifed arid corre<3:ed it for him. 
While attending the prefs, he lived wit;h 
the Dean of Weftminfter ; quu as he tells 
us, relegenti mibi it a adfuit ajjiduus^ ut & 
iabore & confilio me plurimum adjuverit. 
TKefe particulars are known from Mor- 
gan's dedication of his book, where ht 
makes the moil honorable mention of 
his chief patrons and aflbciates. One 
would have expedled to fee, in this lift,

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the name of Salcfbury : perhaps lie Was 
dead by this time; as was alfo Bifhop 
Davi^: Dr. John Ehmes^ we knov^ 
had fome hand in this verfion« And fo 
mi^t fome other perfoni, whofe wunpsj 
for reafons unknown to usj^ mzy not have 
been here inferted. 

Thus after a long delay c^ne^ tli^r^y 
years^ was the Holy Bible tranflatcd in- 
to the Britifh or Wehh tongue; thiis it 
was printed and publiihed for die firft 
time in that language^ and the iatentioa 
of the Stjit^te enaded fbr.that purpoie, at 
length accomplifhed ; which intenticm 
after all makes no pfovifion, but for 
places of public worfliip^ but for the 
chapels and churches throughout Wales^ 
A very icanty, a very poor provi^n fure- 
ly, for a Reformed a Proteftant country^ 
It prpvides only for the church, that is, 
for one houfe in a pariih^ and that a 
houfe hardly ever frequented by all the 
inhabitants, and in common, not ftt^ 
quented above once in a week by any of 
them. How 
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How far the prcfent publication pror- 
ed an adequate fupply, even in this re- 
{peO:, may be doubtful ; and cannot be 
prccifely determined without knowing 
the number of places appropriated to re- 
ligious worfhip in Wales, and the number 
of Bibles printed at this time. The num- 
ber of pariih churches in that country, is 
fuppofed to be about eight hundred *. Add 
to thefe it random the chapels of eafe^ 
and the churches cathedral and colle- 
giate ; and the whole number may a- 
mount to nihe hundred or a thoufand; 
But I much qu6ftion whether this puhli-* 
cation was numerous enough to fupply fo 
many places; The fame caufcs which 
procrailiiiated and delayed the verfion, 
might alfo cramp and leffen the impref- 
iion ; and render it fmall, fcanty and in- 
adequate^ even to the public wants of 
the country. 

Impreflions of books in general were 

not. at that peiriodf fo numerous as they 

are at prefent, when reading is much 

E itiore

read fomewhere, that Grafton the prin- 
ter, when foliciting an exclufivc Charter 
to vend Englifh Bibles, made ufe of this 
plea ; That he had,, at a great expence, 
printed a large impreflion of that book^ 
eonfijiing of fifteen himdred copies. Jf fif-- 
teen hundred Bibles were reckoned a 
large number for England; half that 
number, a quarter of that number might 
be thought a very large impreffion for 
Wales: and if fo, if only five or fix hun- 
dred copies were printed off at this time, 
there might, and notwithftanding ihi* 
fupply, there would be a great many 
chapels and churches in that country, yet 
deftitufe of Welfh Kbles. We may 
imagine, that the provifion now m^de 
was adequate to the number of places in- 
tended to be fupplied; becaufethat feenw 
to be required by law; and becaufi^itis 
right it fl»uld be fo : but this wiH not 
followi any motie than it follows, that 
the tranflation and impreffioa itfelf was 
finiflied by the ift of March, 1566; be-

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cauie it is ordered by Parliament that it 
(hould be. But however thefe things 
may have been— let the provifion of this 
^ime have been adequate or not : this 
verfion has fince received confiderable al- 
terations. 

The tranflation of the New Teftament 
printed in the edition of 1588. had been 
made, as we have feen, by Salelbury and 
Davies ; and only revifed and corredted by 
Morgan. For fome reafon or other, 
Morgan revifed and correiSted it again ; 
smd it was ready for the prefs, when he 
died in 1604 ^ Whether he intended to 
have the whole Bible reprinted ; and in 
cafe that was his intention ; whether he 
propofed only a further fupply for the 
churches, or a more general provifion for 
the country^ is and probably muft be for 
ever unknown — and it is likewife un- 
known whether this corredled verfion of 
the New Teflament was ever publifhed 

or not. But,

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In the reign of James the Firft, the 
tranflation of the New, together with 
that of the Old Teftamcnt, underwent 
the examination and corre(ftion of Dr* 
Richard Parry, Morgan's fucceflbr in the 
See of St. Afaph. The alterations made 
in confequence of this examination, feem 
to have been confiderable enough to 
juftify us, fhould we call what was then 
publifhed a new verfion of the Bible into 
Welfh : as King James, and the perfons 
employed by him, in the Englifh impref^ 
lion of* about this time, call their cor- 
rediions and alterations a new tranflation 
of the Bible into Englifh. 

This corre<St?d or new verfion of the 
Britifh Bible is much the fame with that 
in ufe at this day. It may be deemed 
the ftandard tranflation for that language, 
as King James's Verfion is confidered 
with regard to the Englifli. It was 
printed in London by Norton and Bill, 
printers to his Majefty, in the year 162c. 
The copy of this imprefliion prefented to 
the King is now, in tliat noble repofitory 

of 
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of antiquities and curiofities^ the Britifh 
Mufeum. // is a large handfome folio— ^ 
it is printed on black letter — // is divid-- 
ed like the former edition -^it bos large 
contents of chapters ^ and the references of 
King James* s Bible in the margin — the 
Jheets of the Old Tefament and Apocrypha 
run Eeee 3 — and the Jheets of the New 
Tejlament run Y 2—// has prefixed to it a 
calendar and a Latin dedication facro-- 
fanSlee & individuce T'rinitati, '&c. and to 
King James : in which the editor gives us 
fome account of the edition, and of his 
inducements to undertake it. 

He took confidcrable liberties, he there 
teUs us, with the former tranflation : vary- 
ing and altering it, in fuch a manner, 
that it might feem doubtful ; whether the 
verfion by him now publiflied fhould be 
reckoned Parry's, or his predeceflbrs.

His inducements or motives for under« 
taking tliis publication^ he adds in the 
following remarkable words, '* Bibliis in 
f * phrifque apud nos Ecclefiis^ out deficit 
**. entibus aut tritis ; © nemine^ quantum 
*^ ego audire potui^ de excudendis novis 
** vogitante-y id pro virili conatusjiim, in 
*.* Britannica Bibliorum verjione, quod fa-- 
*^ liciter faSium eji in AnglicanaJ* That 
is, die former imprefBon of the Bible 
being exhaufted, and plerifque apud nos 
Ecclejisy many or moji of our churches 
being either without any, or having only 
worn out and imperfect copies ; swid no- 
body, as far as I could learn, fo much as 
thinking of a republication : in thefe cir* 
cumftances of this matter, and induced 
by thefe confiderations, I fet about re- 
yifing our tranflation; and, as had been 
lately done for England, about providing 
a fupply for the wants of my country, 
by a new edition of the Britifh Bible, in 
a better and more corred verfion. 

When 
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W&cd I firft heafd of tins edition; 
printed but a little while after King 
James had had the Scri|^tures tranflated 
anew into Englifh, from the original 
Hebfpw and Creeks and publiihed f(k a 
more correft and more perfaft Engliih 
ilandard : when I heard of this correc- 
tion and jaew edition of the feme book 
in the WeKh tongue } I made rio doubt 
but this muft have proceeded from the 
care <ff gov«nment, and had been par- 
ticulady planned and ordered by his M a^ 
jefty* How much mufl I therefore have 
been (ktpn^^ or ^^nding, from w4Kit is 
quoted above, that this was fo far from 
being the cafe, tAaf, it ieems, w6od/ bad 
^ mueh ^ thought ff Juch a thing i Aat 
Parry was entirely a volunteer in this af- 
&ir^ induced ta^ndertake it merefy inrnk 
die cbillideration of the ab£)lute wanfs 
and neceffities of his country. Many^ if 
not «^ <^ the churches^ were without 
BfibleV; and we iiM^ reft afTured tberd 
were hone^Uewk^e; yet no pro^ifion id 
jmtjide, or likely to be made for their fup- 

ply> 
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piy; but for the voluntary, but for the 
ipontaneous undertakuig, of this truly 
Proteftant and very Venerable BiOiop. 

Dr. John Davies, the learned author 
of Didionar. Latino-Britannic, was chap- 
lain to the above Bifhop. In 162 li the 
year after the date of Parry's Bible^ 
Davies publifhed in Latin his Grammar 
for the Britifh tongue. He dedicated 
his book to the Bifhop his patron. In 
the preface to that book he tells us, that 
for above thirty years, he had fpent rpuch 
of his time in ftudying the language of 
his own country,, and ha4 fome concern 
in both the veriions of the Bible into it.

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]Hl6 was therefore dfifting to both cnit 
principal Biblical tranflatorsi He had a 
confiderable Ihare in the fecond verlion 
and edition of the Welfh Bible, and 
ought not to be oniitted in an attempt 
to refcue from oblivion and darknefs the 
Memory and names qf the perfons . con^ 
eerned in it. He feems to have been 
eminently fitted for fuch a work. He 
was a thorough naafter of the Britifli 
tongue. ^* He was efteemed, fays Wood, 
well veried in the hiftory and antiquities 
of his own nation, well verfed in the 
Greek and Hebrew - languages, a moft 
exadt critic, an indefatigable perfon, an4 
well acquainted with curious and rare , 
authors ^Z' 

All fubfequerit impreffions have, in 
general^ accorded with this edition of 
1620. There may be fome fmall varia* 
tions, but they are not material: they 
aiFeft the fize, the letter, or the paper 1 
F (though

they affeft the fpelling, or the changfe 
in the initials ^f w^ords, which in this 
language is remarkable : they refpedl fup- 
plcmentary words, or tlie printing in ca- 
pitals fuch words as anfwer to Jehovah^ 
to Lord, to God, &c. printed in capitals 
in Englifh -, or, they rcfp€<St readings and 
references in the margin, or the division 
of chapters into paragraphs: fbme cdi*- 
tions have the year of the world printed 
at the top, or the fide of the page : fome 
add maps, chronological tables, and ta- 
bles of coins, weights and meafuresy He- 
brew, Greek, and Roman : to adapt 
the book to the Liturgy, Ibme naaerk the 
pfalms for the day of the month, and for 
morning and 'fevening fervice ; and like- 
wife the chapters appointed for morning 
and evening leffons throughout the Old 
Teftament. In thefe and fuch like in- 
ftances, there may be fome variations ; 
but in other refpe<3:s and in general, all 
impreffions fince have been only tran- 
fcripts, or copies of the verfion and edi- 
tion of 1620. There 
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There has been but one more folio 
impreffion of this book. It came out in 
1690, feventy years after this time. It 
was printed at Oxford, not like the for- 
mer on black letter, but on a common, 
or good Roman charad:er: otherwife it 
is fo fimilar as not to need a particular 
defcription. This is fometimes called 
Biftiop Lloyd's Bible ; and it is fuppofed, 
that he had fome concern in its publica- 
tion- He is, I find, the author of the 
chronology, and of many of the refer- 
ences printed in moft of our Englifh 
Bibles, particularly the Quarto ones*. 
This chronology and thefe references are 
added, I am told, to this edition of the 
Wclfh Bible. What elfe it has of the 
learned Bifliop's I cannot find. The 
condudl of the impreffion, if my infor- 
mation is right, was intrufted with Mr. 
Pierce Lewis, an Anglefey gentleman, 
then at Jcfus College, who it is faid has 
difcharged his truft accurately and well *.

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The quantity of books in any of thcfe 
folio impreffions is not known. They 
were principally, if not folely intended 
for public worfliip ; and for various rea- 
fbns, I fhould imagine the number of 
copies printed never much exceeded, if it 
equalled the number of churches. But 
I fhall difmifs, perhaps full late, this part 
of my fubjed, and proceed to give fome 
account of the odlavo editions of the fame 
book, 

FOR upwards oi /evenly years^ 
from, the fettlement of the Reformation 
by Q^ Elizabeth j for near one hundred 
years, from Britain^s feparation from the 
Church of Rome — there were no Biiles 
in Wales, but only in the mthedrals or in 
the parijh churches and chapels. There 
was no provifion made for the country, or 
for the people in genecal -, as if they had 
nothing to do with, the word of God, at 
leaft no farther than they might hear it^ 
In their attendance on public worfhip^ 
9ncq in the w?ek, This is aftoniihing ! 

"The , 
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The Bible itfelf may be reckoned a 
much more ufeful book, in the fmaller 
than in the larger fize. In folio it is ex« 
penfive, it is bulky, it is heavy and un- 
manageable, and not very convenient even 
for churches. A quarto would be much 
more handy for this purpofe ; that is the 
fize generally ufed in the churches in Hol- 
land— if I miftake not, that is the fize moft 
commonly ufed in the Englifh cathedrals, 
and in the royal and many other chapels* 
In the fmaller fize it is mofl: read, and 
comes into mofl hands. It is beft adapt- 
ed to the ufe of individuals, of fchools, 
of families, and of many places appro- 
priated for public v^orfhip. I fuppofe 
there may be twenty times the number 
printed in octavo and under, to what 
there is printed in folio. Bibles in oc- 
tavo and under, become portable and 
convenient for th? pocket, and they be- 
come at the faijie time cheaper and more 
reafonable. 

The honor of providing for the firil 
time a fupply pf this kiqd, for the inha-r 

bitants 
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Htants of Wales, is due to one or 
more citizens of Loitidon : who, from a 
generous and noble concern, for the good 
of their fellow-fubjefts, procured at their 
own expence an odkavo imprcffion of the 
Welfh Bible in 1630, in the reign of 
Charles the Firft. 

It gives me particular pleafure that I 
can mention fome of thefe pcrfons by- 
name : I do it with gratitude and great 
veneration for their memory; and I 
could wifli the names of all concerned 
might be recorded with honor, and had 
in everlafting remembrance. It was a 
noble inftancc of generofity and public 
fpirit : though it is neither the firft nor 
the only inftance, wherein citizens of 
London have taken the lead, and fet ov 
thers an example worthy the imitation of 
the greateft perfonages. Should the rea- 
der have an opportunity, let him run 
over the thirtieth chapter of Stow's Sur- 
vey of London, and fee there the noble 
adts of its citizens. If that lift was con-^ 

tinued 
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tinued to the prefent time, I might defy 
the world to produce its equal, or any 
thing neaf it. 

The indefatigable Mr, Strype tells os ^ 
that Mr. Rowland Heylin, an Alderman 
of London, fprung from Wales, cbarita^ 
hly and mbfyy at his own coft and char- 
ges, in the beginning c^ the reign of 
Charles the Firfl, caufed theWelfh Bible 
to be printed in a more portable bulk j 
being only printed in a large volume be- 
fore, for the ufe of churches. The firfl: 
edition in a portable fize is the editicm of 
1630, and muft therefore be the edition 
referred to by Mr. Strype, and imder-^ 
ftood by him to have been printed at the 
fole charge and expence of that worthy 
Alderman* Mr. Strype was miftaken in 
alcribing this matter wholly to Mr. Hey- 
lin : Sir Thomas Middleton, a native cf 
Wales, a Magiflxate aHb, and Alderman 
of London,, was a coadjutor, sxA a ge-* 
nerous contributcnr to this good defign : 

to.

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to thefe two Aldermen, the late Rev'; 
Mr. Griffith Jones joitis other citizens of 
London, whofe names he wifhes to have 
had, but had not in his power to men- 
tion % To the joint and united benevo*^ 
lence and liberality of thefe Gentlemen, 
Wales is indebted, for the iirft impreffion 
of the Bible, in a portable bulk and of a 
fmall price. 

In the year 1654, there was a fecond 
edition of this Bible. in oftavo, conlifting 
of fix thoufand copies. This is the Iirft ac- 
*count we have met with, of the number 
of copies contained in any impreffion. 
For this we are indebted to Mr. Charles 
Edwards, author of a Welfh book called 
Hanes y Ffyddy wrote in the laft century, 
feveral times printed, the firft time with 
an Oxford imprimatur^ Auguft i, 1676. 
Edwards doth not inform tis to whom 
we are particularly obliged for this very 
confiderable fupply, as. it muft be then 

deem-

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deemed. And for want of particular he-^ 
nefadors to whom we might refer it, I 
have fometimes been difpofed to amufe 
myfelf with afcribing it, to the temper 
of the nation, and of the tinies in which 
it was granted* 

This Bible was publifhed in the year 
1654, .the firft year of the protedtoratcf 
of Oliver Cromwell 5 whofe anceftors 
are faid to have come from Wales, and 
whofe family name is faid to have been 
originally Williams. At this period the 
call of the times, the difpofition of the 
people, of the people in power, and of 
the people in general was religious. At- 
tachment to fcripture was the general 
profeffion* Scripture knqwlege was in 
vogue j and fcripture language the lan- 
guage in falhion. Scripture phrafes are 
taken up and applied to every occafion 
and event. 'Tl>e Lord of hojis — God 'with 
»j— &c Were the mottot of the times, 
the word of battle, the cry of armies^ 
and the ftile of coins, medalsi and in-* 
fcriptions. Thefe very tinies produced 
G the 
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th^ London Polyglott Bible. This tempef 
and genius of the people produced an a£i 
for the propagation of the go/pel in Wales ; 
and feveral regulations refpeding religion. 
No wonder then, it fhould alfo produce 
the publication of the Wel/h Bible, as 
proper and neceffary to enforce and efta- 
blifli their own ad: and regulations. 

In a little time this impreffion was ex- 
haufted, and Bibles became fcarce and 
dear. Upon enquiry in 1674, not above 
twenty copies could be found on fale, in 
the city of London; and not above 
thirty-two to be purchafed, through- 
out England and Wales. This occafion- 
ed another odtavo edition, which came 
out in 1678, and confifted of eight 
thoufand copies, by much the moft nu- 
merous impreffion yet publifhed : one 
ihoujfand of which were inmiediately 
given away among the poor ; and the reft 
were referved and difpofed in proper 
places, to be fold at four ihillings per 
Bible bound. 

The 
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The account of this imprcflion, of the 
number of books it contained, and of 
the ilianner of difpofing them is better 
known, and probably will continue to 
be more generally known, than the ftate 
of any other edition of the fame book. 
This is owing to the merited reputation 
^d fame of Archbifhop Tillotfon; a- 
mpng whofe works there is a fermon on 
the death of Mr. T!homas Gou^e, who had 
a principal hand in this publication of the 
Britifh Bible. 

Mr. Gouge was a moft benevolent and 
generous man* Out of an annual inr 
come of one hundred and fifty pounds, 
he ufed to give away one hundred a year 
in charity. He made Wales in a parti- 
cular manner the objeft of his charitable 
regards. When between fixty and fe- 
v^nty years of age ; he ufed to travel in- ' 
to that country, and with his own hands 
diftribute his bounty an^ong the poor 
and indigent inhabitants. He fet up a- 
mong them a great number of fchoolsy 
(it is faid between three and four hund- 
G 3 fed) 
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red) to teach people to read Welfli and 
Englifh. And he fupported md conti-p 
nued thefe fchools for fcveral years. To 
render thefe fchools the more ufcful, he 
took care to fupply the people with 
Welfh books. When he could meet with 
none fit, in their pwn language ; he caufed 
fuch to be tranflated from the English, 
and printed for their ufe, I'he Whole 
Duty of Man f the PraSHce of Piety y and 
fome other pradical Englifh books arc 
mentioned as tranflated, and printed by or 
fof him, with this view. And books of 
religion, devotion, &c in the Wellh 
language, wliich were not to be had, or 
very dear; diefe he <:aufed to be reprint*- 
ed, particularly the Book of Common^ 
Prayer, the New Teftament^ and the u^ 
bove edition of the Weljh Bible^. 

Tis not to be fuppofed^ that he did all 
this at his own cofl: and charge. Ten 
times his fortune would not have bee^ 
fufficient to defray fuch an e^pence. The

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fupport of fo mzny/cbaols, of fo many 
fublications and dijtributionsy muft have 
been die work of a number of perfons ; 
who exerted to this charity by his ar- 
gmnents, and more by his example, might 
employ him to manage and diipofe of 
^eir joint contributions. Dr. Calamy 
has prefcrved a paper, contsdning an ac- 
count of his fddiful difchargc of this 
truft, audited or attefted by Tillotfon^ 
Whichcot, Stillingfleet, Pool, &c. ♦ . 

Befides thefe Gentlemen, eminent for 
Aeir ftation, learning, or goodnefs ; 'diere 
was another perfon not included in the 
above lift, yet very adtive in promoting 
diefe charitable defigns, for the advant- 
age of Wales: I mean Mr. Stephen 
Jiughes 'of Swanfey, Glamorganftiire* 
He feems to have done in the country, 
what Mr. Gouge did in London. He 
procured fubferiptidns and donations for 
this piirpofe, and contributed liberally 
himfelf. He tranflated feveral* Engliflx 
books into Welfli. He publifhed, if is 

faid, 

# Calamy ubi fupra. 
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faid, near twenty Welfh books» feveral 
of them at his own expence. Among 
the reft he colledted together and printed 
the excellent poems of the Rev. Mr. 
Rys Prichard of Landovcry : a book the 
moft known, and the moft read of any 
in Wales y the Bible alone perhaps ex-r 
cepted. The preceding edition, Crom* 
well's Bible if I may fo call it, had been 
printed very incorrcdly. Whole words, 
and parts of fentenpes had been omitted*. 
To redify thefe millakes^ and to prevent 
others on the prefent publication, Mr. 
Hughes tQok upon him the care of the 
prefs : and as he was a man of learning^ 
and thoroughly acquainted with the Bri- 
tiih tongue ; this edition was well prints- 
ed, and came out very corre<9t ^ 

These pious and vigorous endeavours 
of Gouge, Hughes, and others, muft 
.have had a confiderable efFedl on that 
country. The fchools fet up and con- 
tinued

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tinued in various parts of it; and the 
books tranflated and publifhed for the 
ufe of its inhabitants, muft have fpread 
knowlege amongft them, and given 
them a tafte for reading. The confe- 
quence of which was, this numerous 
impreflion of the Bible was in few 
years exhaufted, and the book became 
again fcarce and dear. Mr. Gouge 
died, 1681, two or three years after 
the above edition came out, and confe- 
quently before any want of another could 
be fenfibly felt ; but Mr. Hughes lived 
long Plough to difcover it, and to exert 
himfelf a fecond time in this affair. He 
fct on foot another impreflion, but did 
not live to fee it finifhed. He died a* 
bout the year 1687, but the next odtavo 
edition of this Bible was not publifhed 
till 1690. 

This impreflion was more numerous 
than any of the preceding. I cannot 
find the exadt number of copies which it 
contained, but we are told by CalamyS 

that

that about ten, thoufand were diitribut- 
ed in Wales, by the editor Mr. David 
Jones I who it is faid took a great deal of 
pains, in printing and fpreading WcHh 
Bibles. It feems^ that the principal pa-* 
tron of this publication was ^ noble 
Lord of the Wharton family r I fuppofe 
Thomas fearon Wharton, afterward Vif-- 
count Winchendon, Earl and Marqttis of 
Wharton ; a zealous Proteftant and pro-» 
moter of the Revolution ; a faithful fer- 
vant to King William ; and one of Qgeen 
Anne's minifterSi in the glorious part of 
her reign. Jones was patronized in this 
undertaking by other perfons of quality,t 
befides Lord Wharton ^ and generoufly 
aflifted by fome miniilers ami citizens of 
London \

but yir the book is fo portable, Jb convex 
nient in many t^efp'eSls, that I have often 
nvijhedi we had the fame book again 
printed in this form, both in tVelJh and 
in Englijhi 

If we attend thife AibjciSi: itittf thd 
pi^efeht century, we fhall find the ftate 
of it altered much for the betfet. ; Mil- 
lions fterling have beeil expehdfed on 
works 6f benevolence in this cbuiitfy 
fince the year ijoo. Should any one 
queftion this, and think the prodigious 
fiim too enormous ;lfet hini fefled on the 
number of hofpitds eftablifhfed in town 
arid country: let him make ah eftimate 
''' H at 
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at random of the expence of ereding 
and fupporting thefe hofpitals : let him 
add to thefe our fchools^ of charity; for the 
inftruftion and fupport of the children of 
the poor and deftitute : to thefe fUll add , 
our numerous companies and charitable 
inftitutions (fome of which diftribute an- 
nually thpufands of pounds) andbefides 
thefe, the private diftributions of indivi- 
duals : and when all this is confidered; 
the above aflertion of millipns bping ex- 
pended in charity, fince the commence* 
ment of the prefent century, (though t|ie 
fum muff feem vaft and prodigious) -will 
not be thought to exaggerate* 

To furnifh with l^ibles a nation, of. 
Proteftants ; a nation in the neighboy^- ^ 
hood of London and part of Britain^ a 
nation confifting, it may be, of fixt^ ^ 
thoufand families, or of no le^ thgflt ihjee 
hundred thpufand individuals : to fufniflx 
fo, many perfons wi^h- Bibles is , a d^gn 
fo excellent and fo nojbje that it.cwwiot; . 
but have met with .atteijtioa wd je^d 

in 
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in this age of benevolence, in this exu- 
berance of charity. 

Within thefe fifty years laft paft, there 
have been four impreffions of this book. 
Thejirji was publijhed in 1 7 1 8 . Thefecond 
in 1727. T^he next in 1746, And the laft 
in 1752. T^hey are all in oSiavo. ^hefe- 
cond is rather Jmaller than .the others. 
^t is likenvife without contents of chapters, 
and without marginal references : and for 
that reaibn, it was never fo much valued 
by the people for whom it was publifh- 
ed: fuch is their attachment, fuch is 
their prejudice to thefe contents and re- 
ferences; with which except in this 
firiglb inftance they have hitherto ever 
been gratified. The three other editions 
are large handfome o£lavoSf on good paper 
and letter. Hhey have the Apocrypha, 
contents, and references. They have the 
year of the world on the top of the page: 
the church leffons marked in the Old Tef 
tament ; and the Pfalmsfor morning and 
evening fervice, for every day in the month, 
They have alfo annexed afcripture index or 
H 2 chro- 
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cbronah^ * - — tables of weights and mea^ 
Jures — the Pfalms in metre — and fome 
hymns, and forms of prayer ^. 

The Biblp of the imprpffion of 1713 
is corpmonly called Mofes Williams's 
Bible, from the I^cv'. lyir. Mofes Wilr 
liams, curator of the prefs to that edir 
tion. fie w^s vicar of Dyfynog, in thp 
county of Brecon -, a gentjieaian of good 
literajture, who well underftood the Britif^ 
and tjie learned language^. He tranllat€4 
feveral books info WeliJi. He affifted 
Dr, Wotton in puhlifhing the Legef 
Wallica. He gave at the end of his BiWe 
a gloflary, or interpretation of Hebrew 
and Greek nances — anji his imprefliori is 
reckoned corredt and well done.

Mr. Morris's * Bible, from the name 
of the Gentleman who was curator of thp 
prefs to foodi ; a gentleman wdil verfed 
in the language and hiftory of his coun- 
try; the moft critically acquainted of any 
within vmy kpowlege with the fubjed of 
thefb papers ; as conunxmicative as he is 
Jknowing; to whom the author, to whom 
the reader is obliged for many particulars 
contained in this account. The edition 
of 1746 was printed at Cambridge, and 
has /everal. literal errata occafioned by <he 
curator's living in London, at a diftance 
froiji the prefs. The edition of 1752 wa? 
piore under the curator's iufpedion, be- 
ing prijiited in LfOndon ; (as were all the 
other editions of this book, except the a- 
bove and the folio of 1690 :) and it is I 
believe as correft as any edition whatever 
of this boojc. 

I F I am not miftaken, Wales is more or 
l?fs indebted to the Society for promoting

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HAVING thus attended thi* 
fttbjta.to the prefcnt time, arid given 
the beft hiilorical deduftion bf iu in my 
power ; : I fhall beg leave to hazard fomd 
few rcflcfiibns ujpon it, and fubmit thent 
to the judgment and candid confideration 
df the publit^ 

I begin with obfervij>g, that the Britifll 
verfion of the Bible dojie ih the manner> 
and undpr fuch circumflancfs as have 
been mentioned^ does great honor to tha 
perfons who undertook and effected It. 1% 
does honor to their piety and patriptifm* 
It does honor, likewife to their literary a* 
bilities, and to the knowlege of the 
times; 

. Our tranflators wete men of real learn-» 
ing and knowlege. Ssdefbury -we have 
feen was a peribn of liberal education* 
He feems to have been a good linguifl 
for the dge in wjiich he lived : and his 
tranflation was made dir«<aiy from the 
Gr?ek collated with the Latin. Bifhop 
Ravies was employed in tranflating, from 
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tfte HefcreW into Engli{h> part" of the 
Old Teftament, for whit is called ?ar-^ 
ker's or the Bifliop's BiWe'. Pany^ 
Wood tells m, was on account of hfe 
learniiig promoted by King James to the 
See of 8t, Afaph *. t>ean Goo4man, Di-;. 
Powel, Dr, John Davies and others, af-^ 
liftants in this bafinefs, are known to 
have been men o^ good literature, and 
general knowlege^ And I concliide from 
various Gonfiderations,: Aat D^;- Mbrgan 
was a perfbft of fouiid karning, '&hA Wett 
acquainted witii the original knguaget 
of the Old and New Teftameil*; 
^ He was a Cantabrigian. But Csma* 
bridge has^ had no fTooJ, n^ Athtn^ 
Cantabrigienfes : for want of which^ we 
are often at a lofs for little anecdotes re-^ 
lating to &ich as are brought up, at th^it 
unive^*y. Here however Morg^ had 
his education ; And here he received the 
teftimonials ufuallj^ given, in thefe feats 
of^learmng, to capacity ^d impfovementr 
Afifer this, we hear no&ing of him till

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he is encouf aged^ at his living fome huiv- 
dreds bf miles from the capital, as a pro- 
per perfon to undertake the tranflation of 
the Bible, efpccially of the Old Teft%- 
jnent into the Britifh tongue. His enr 
4:ouragers and approvers are an Archbi- 
ihop, two fiiihops and others, perfohs of 
learning thcmfclves, and proper judgc$ of 
learning and merit of this kind in others. 
And when he had compleatcd his ver- 
fion. Queen Elizabeth gave ^ him a bi- 
ihopric, as the due reward of his labor. 
Thefe are ftrong preflimptions of his be- 
ing equal to the work he undertook. Be- 
jBdes, there are I (hink internal proofs, 
in the translation itfelf, of its being made 
4ire<^y from the original. I cannot read 
the Pifft Chapter of Gencfis in Hebrew 
and in WeUh without coining to this 
conclufion. E^veiy competent judge of 
^s matter may perhaps be fatisi^ed here- 
of, by the turn of one fentence fre- 
quently repeated in that chapter V Here

1 fhould not have taken notice of thefp 
things, had it not been fqr an idle ftory 
recorded in Aines "^^ which feems to inli- 
nuate, that Morgan tranflated only from 
the Englifh- It is grounded on a fingle 
word. Rev. chap, v. ver. 8. of the edition 
of 1588 ; and riot as Ames has it, of the 
Teftament of 1567. Hcfre, inftead of 
Fhialau the Welfli' for (fiacXai in Greek, 
or vials in Englifh, Grythau is ufed, 
which fignifies ' violins ; and this is fup- 
pofed to have happened, through the 
tranflator-s having only the Englifh be- 
fore him ; and miflakihg even that, and 
takinjg vials for vials, arfd that again for 
violins, and then rendering it Crythau.

It is Pbia-- 
lau and not Crythau : and the introduc- 
tion of it into the next impreffion cannot 
have proceeded from ignorance^ hut may 
have been the efFed of extreme careleff- 
nefs, or which may be more likely, of 
meet .v^antonnefs^ 

.Again, I* cannot help lamenting the 
difadvantages of my countrymen in this 
re^edt, for a confiderable time after the 
reformation, and in, fome meafurc even 
to this day. Their . fellow-fubje<9:s in 
England had great numbers of Bibles 
of different prices and bulk publifhed in 
the. reigns of Elizabeth, of Edward VL 
and of Henry VIII • In the next cen- 
tury, they had as I may fay an infinite 
quantity, not only of books, but of edi-^ 
tions printed for their uHb, At prefent, 
(befides what is done in Scotland. and 
elfewhere) the prcfs is continually going 
at three different places in Engl^id for 
(his end/ Their fupplies are as various 

as 
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as th^ can wifh : they are as regular and 
as plentiful as the harveft^ or their dailj 
bread* / But for the fupply of Waks, 
there was but one quarto impreffion of 
the New Teftament ; and one more of the 
whok Bibk in folio (probably nrither of 
them numerous) during ^e cqorfe of 
the fixtcenth century,. They had «> 
Bible of a portable fize and of eaiy pur- 
chafe» for near one hundred years after 
the reformation. The^ had but twofolki 
and four odavo imprefiions/ in aH the 
ieventeenth^ and till a good way in the 
eighteenth century. The whole number 
contained, in thefe feveral impreffionsj^ 
jhight amount to about thirty thpufand 
Bibles 5 which, if they had come out-ai| 
together, and were divided an^ong three 
hundred thouiand inhabitantSjt would be 
only one book between half a fcpre pcr- 
fons. But that wovld be a wrong me-> 
thod of calculation in this cafe* This 
may be the fum of what came out at 
different periods, during one htindred.and 
fifty years.

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Cddfidering the prevailing charitable 
di^)oiition of the times^ I cannot preface 
any thing very bad in this cafe, for the 
future* Supposing this difpofition td 
contitauet no fcarcity or want will long 
remain unprovided for. But flill I could 
wifh to fee this matter fet upon fome- 
what a different footing. Inftead of fup-i> 
plies, be th^ ever fo ferge, thrown out 
at long and uncertain intervals/ I eoidd 
wifh Ito have;fupplks regidar ami^itiitied; 
I could wifh to have fupplies for :t|ie 
people in -^literal, and not for anydej- 
nomination or part of them only^ fop^ 
plie^ s^equate to the wants; atleafl^to 
the demands of the country ; and fa ^dtf- 
pofed, that any perfon may have rdcourfe 
to tbasm, and procure any quantity he 
jpleafesj eith«- for himfclf or others* - Such 
ii therfiato of this /matter in England': 
fucH'I whh'it to be in Wales : but fudh 
HitKertb it has not been* : • . 

Thcr primers ta thcJ King's m<^ excfel-i 
lent Kfejefty have hadra facocfBon of pa? 
ten<;6,- to- the exclufion of ail others, ex-^ 

cept 
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i^pt tne two Univerfities^ for printirtg 
fiibles &c in the Englifh tonguei One 
or two of thefe patents^ in a reign of pa-^ 
tents and of James the Firft fay; or in 
any other language *. Thefe patents^ it is 
faidj convey an exelufive right to print 
Wd£h Bibles. I would fay nothing to 
-the contrary. I only wifli the patenteesr 
would be fb good as to take full pofTef- 
fion of their rights and put it to fome 
tofe* Hitherto they do not feem to have 
done it^ In one hundred and fifty> or 
two hundred years timei they have 
printed (at their own rifk and charge) 
as niany Bibles for Wales^ as they have 
|)rintcd Hebrew Teftaments for the 
lewifh Synagogue : that is^ none at alL 
As to the fcdio editions^ it may not be 
i|uite fb plain ; but as to the odtavos^ w< 
kiK)W at whofe expence they were print- 
cdi Suppofing the patent-makers ori- 
ginally meant to convey this right; if 
it is not taken up> there may be fome 
K danger'

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danger of incurring a forfeiture: if a 
non-^ufcr ihould not be incurred already* 
But I would make no objedtion to any 
thing, provided the country be duly fup-* 
plied* But if it is npt fupplied ; and if 
its not being fupplied be owing to any 
exclujive grant for printings there is 
then ground of complaint; there is a 
grievance, a national grievance$ which 
ought to be redrefTed. 

But i\ will be faid, patents like pen- 
fiqns are beneficial things. If they are 
not for the honor, they Ihould be for the 
profit of the penfionee, or the patentee. 
No grants made to a meritorious grantee: 
Ihould be to his detriment. And no pa- 
tent can be fuppofed to oblige a gentle- 
man to do any thing to his own hurt. 
Very true. And I imagine the obftruc- 
tion in this cafe arifcs, from want of fuf- 
ficient profit attending it. I do not 
underftand this bufinefs of printing. I 
will however venture to fay> that it feema 
very ftrange to me, . that this matter 
ihould not promote private profit and ad- 
vantage, as well as public benefit* 
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Suppofe in , two hundred years time,' 
or fince the reformation, fixty or feventy 
thoufand Welfh Bibles to have beea 
printed : this, though little in compan- 
ion with the wants of the country, is yet 
a confiderable number, and at the rate of 
three or four hundred Bibles per annum : 
befides Teflariients and Common-Prayer- 
Books. More than this : fince the year 
1746, no lefs than thirty thoufand of 
thefe Bibles have been printed. In the 
prefent year of 1 768, and fome years back, 
that is in twenty years time and under, 
they are ajl taken up and not a book 
* left for fale. Inquiry has been made in 
London, and not one is to be found 5 and 
I believe none in the country, except by . 
accident. Now this is at the rate oi fif- 
teen hundred books per annum: fhould the 
ftated demand be only two-thirds, or but 
one half of that number, even that would 
be confiderable ; and it may be imagin- 
ed worth any one's while to attempt to 
fatisfy . Thoufands of Englifh Bibles are 
given away annually by generous indi- 
K i viduals 
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viduals and by generous Societies ; and I 
cannot help thinking but fome hundreds 
in the Welfli language woijld be annually 
diftributed by focieties or individuals of 
fuch a difpofition, if they might have 
them for that purpofe at a moderate 
price. 

But to any prpvifion whatever of this 
kind for the inhabitants of Wales, it i$ 
pbjeded : Tiaf it would be the heji way tq 
prevail with them to negle£l and for get their 
mother-tongue — to learn and become well 
acquainted with the Englijh language — and 
thus in time to become of one Jpeeeb^ and 
more entirely one people with the reji of their 
fellow-fubjedls. This feen^s to be the wifl^ 
and defire of many at prefent; and thi§ 
feems to have been the aim and intention 
pf government ever fince the reformation. 
For this end, an Aft of Parliament al- 
ready mentioned requires jpnglifh Bible; 
and Englifh Common Prayer Books to 
|)e fet up and remain in every church 
^nd chapel throughout that country. 
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^nd with this view, liave been projed^ 
ed and attempted methods taken notice 
pf, by the patriotic and Jpirited Author 
of Confideratiom on the Illegality of pre^ 
f erring Clergymen unacquainted with the 
fFel/h,&CQ. 

This is a principal point, and it has 
materially affe<aed this fubjcft from firft 
to laft. It has in faA deprived that 
people of tjbe adminijlration of jujiice in 
their own tongue. And it was like to 
have prt vented their ever hearing the 
laws of God and the goj^el of Chrijl^ as 
well as the lanvs of the land, in their own 
language. This, it is faid, was folemnly 
Rebated at a very honorable board in Q^ 
Elizabeth's time. From the iflue of this 
debate, and from Dr. Morgan's dedica- 
tion, I conclude that her Majefty was on 
the fide of Wales, upon this occafion. 
Her fucceflbr here trod in her fteps. K. 
James, though he ilTued out no com- 
mands about the Wdih, as he did about 
^he l^nglifla Bible, yet was gracioufly 
pleafed to acquiefce in the publication of 
|t^ Two Archbifhops of Canterbury at 

leaH 
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Icoft have thought it right that the Welfh 
Ihould have a Bible^ One diftinguifhed 
patriot and peer of ^c realm, feveral 
bifliops, and many private gentlemen are 
mentioned as patrons and abettors on 
this fide : I have wiflied, I have tried ta 
find out others on the fame fide, but can 
find none : here hiftory is filent ; and I 
muft be filent alfo. 

It will be more agreable to me, and 
more to my purpofe to remove, if I am 
able, this capital objeftion againfl: the 
publication of the Britifh Bible. For 
this purpofe I (hall attempt to fhew — tJbe 
infignificance of /i6^ r//^/ here intended — 
the impropriety and inefficacy of the mea^ 
fures here propofed to acoomplijh this endi 
fuppofing the end to have been ever fo 
important— and that there are other me- 
thods much more fuitablej and that will 
be more effeSlual to anfwer this end, 

Whatever veneration I may have 
for my mother's tongue \ for an ancient, 
expreflive, and fonorous language; the 
original, and once the general languages 

of 
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of this country, and perhaps of Europe i 
I would yet willingly give it up for im- 
portant, for valuable confiderations. The 
objcdion propofes the forgetting of the 
Welfli and the learning of the Englifh as 
fomething good and beneficial; as iejl 
for fomebody. Let ixs confider therefore 
the advantages attending it ; and who are 
like to receive the benefit* 

Thefe advantages cannot extend to all 
rfie numerous fubjefts of his moft gra- 
cious Majcfty King George, throughout 
the feveral parts of his extenfive domi- 
nions: This is of no more confequence 
to the generality of them, than to the 
dwellers in Mefopotamia, or in Patagonia* 
Not to fpeak of our American colonifts, 
(who I dare fay care very little what Ian-* 
guage is ufed among the mountains of 
Wales)— Not to fay any thing of our fel-» 
low-fubjeds at a great diftance — What 
doth it fignify to a perfon refiding in 
Scotland, in Yorkfliire, in London, or 
even in Briftol; whether the inhabitants 
of Yfcyrid-Faur, or of Pen-Man-Maup 
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^ik WeUh or any other language to their 
own families or neighbors? Whethei* 
they pray to God> read his word, oi^ 
tranfa<ft their civil afiairs in their own, or 
$n the Engliih tongue? If they could 
talk twenty languages, or do their buifi- 
nefs without any language, it is nothing 
to thofe who have no connexion, or cor-4 
lefpondence with them. To fuch as have 
occafion to go into that country^ whe-*^ 
ther North or South-^Britons : to itinc^ 
rants in law, in phyfic^ or divinity: ta 
itinerants for bufinefs, for cuttofityi for 
Tome purpofci. or to no purpofe, it. may 
be of confequence. It nxight be welli 
it would be convenii&nt for them^ if hi& 
Majefty's good fubj^edte in Wales vwre all 
Englifh : but however it can hardly he: 
deiired^ that a whole mtxon ihould for^ 
«(t their own tongt^e, and leani another 
V» them: and ihs only reafonabk and 
^y DBiethod, for temoving this incaonvcr^ 
uience would be for fuch perfons^ before 
they go to &at country, to take care tot. 
tearaWelOu 

If • 
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If ihis is of little or no confequence 
to his Majefly^s fubjeifts refiding in Eng- 
Hand, Scotland ficc : let us confider what 
may be the confequence, with regard to 
fuch of tbcfe as are refiding in Wales i 
the people here particularly interefted. 
Here again I own it feems to me of very 
Htfle moment ^ I mean to thefe \Vho are 
refidents, ot ftay at home 5 who in every 
country muft be by far the majority. The 
general, the common bufiriefs and con- 
cerns of civil, of reKgious and focial 
life WLay be tranfafted, I fuppofe, as well 
in Welfli as in Englifh. A Cambro- 
Briton may mind his farm and his mer- 
chandife, if he has any j he may fow his 
torn and bring home his harveft ; he may 
live as long, and do as much good, with 
only his own mother-tongue, as if he had 
twenty tongues befides. But as to thofe 
who are non-refidents, who leave their 
native country and come over to Eng- 
land ; as to thofe who crofs the Severn, 
the Wye or the Dee ; thofe who come 
up to London, and have a mind to di- 
L ftinguifh 
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ftinguifh themfelves in the ihetropblls : 
to them the Welih, or another language 
is not indifferent. The Englifh is of 
advantage, is neceflary, and it is their 
perfonal concern to learn and attain it. 

This matter in this w^y df confidering 
it, cannot appear of any great cpnfe* 
quence. It is a vattvaffair of conve^ 
nience, of convenience comparatively to 
few, to one in ^ hundred, to three thou-r 
fand, may be, out of three hundred thou- 
fand inhabitants; to vv^hom in general 
it is of little importance. It might be 
convenient, if all the world was nowi 
as it was in the days of Noah, of one 
ipeech and of one language. This might 
facilitate travelling; it might promote 
trade and correfpondence among the dif- 
ferent countries and nations of the earth ; 
but for all that, I never heard of any 
law made, nor of any bill brought into 
any Senate; for extirpating tongues in ge- 
neral, and eftablifhing fome one common 
and univerfal language. If a formal decree 
may have been proper for the^ purpofe 
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of extirpating the Welfh tongue; why 
not another equally formal and weighty 
to abolifh all dialects of the Englifli but 
one ? to put an end to Irifli inaccuracies 
and blunders? and to give a pure pro- 
nunciation and a fweet accent to the in- 
habitants of Edinburgh, of Northum- 
berland or Devonfliire ? Again, 

If we grant the end here to be worthy 
and of greater importance than it feems 
to be; the methods made ufe of to ac- 
complifh this end will yet remain very 
improper, and difproportioned. To bring 
about an uniformity of language ^ between 
two neighbouring nations, fubjedls of the 
fame fovereign, in a flate of perfedt har- 
mony and peace : What muft be done ? 
Why, T:he Holy Bible muft be with-held 
from one of them ; the word of God muft 
be withdrawn from one people, till: they 
can all underftand it, in another tongue : 
that is, it muft be for ever with-hdd 
from thoufands who never can, nor will 
learn any other. To defcribe here, is to 
L 2 ex- 
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cxpofe. The very naming of thefe 
means muft furely be fufficient to fliew 
them to be, to the laft degree, improper 
and prepofterous. They affed the reli-^ 
gion of a people ; they infringe the rights 
of confcience ; they interfere with their 
duty to God, the care of their fouls, and 
their eternal falvation: with which no 
fchemes of human policy fhould interfere, 
on any account^ much lefs on account 
of a meer trifling convenience. 

Here lies the great, the unanfwcraWe 
objection to thefe meafures for a change 
of language. They aflfeift, they deprive 
9 man of> what he confiders as eflential 
to his moft important interefts for a 
trifle, for nothing to him. He is born 
in a certain country, he learns the lan-^ 
guage of his parents, and of his country, 
as naturally and as innocently, as he fucks 
his mother's breafts, or breaths the com-t 
nion air* He has neither opportunity nor 
ability to learn any other tongue. And 
what is the confequence ? He muft never 
hear of a Savior or falvation ; npt be^ 

caufe 
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caufe th^ gpfpcl was never heard in Ad 
land : nor hecaufe he is under an Antif 
ehriftian government. No. His fupc-» 
riors areChriftians, are Protcfknts : the 
gofpel is in his neighbourhood ; and may 
be preached in his language as well as 
in any other* But it muft not be read 
nor preached in it ; hecaufe j ihpuld it be, 
it will pbftrud: the ffread and frogrefs of 
another language. Thus difproportioned 
are the means. to the end. They appear 
highly abfurd an4 prepofterous, when 
confidered only in their afpefl; or rdation 
one to another.. 

They appear itill worfe, if conlidered 
as coming from a Cbriftian magiilracy or 
government. They are diametrically op^ 
pofite to the genius and fpirit of ChriA 
tianity. The wife, the divine author of 
that icheme of grace and of mercy con- 
ferred upon his minifters the gift of 
tongues^ the power of conveying their 
dodrines and inftrudions jin every lan- 
guage : that they might i^^eedijy fpread 
his teligion among the heathens* Per- 

feaiy 
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fedly needlefs fuch a meafure, fay the 
wifer abettors of this fcheme. Let peo- 
ple forget their original language : let 
them endeavor ta learn and become ac- 
quainted with another : and then, if 
they live long enough : let them be in- 
ftrudted in the principles and duties of 
Chriftianity. , This is the genuine voice 
and language of fuch a conduct: ; and I 
know no way of excufing or palliating 
thefe meafures, except upon the prin- 
ciples of heathenifm or popery. If the 
defign was to abolifh Chriftianity, and to 
introduce the Pagan religion ; then let the 
Bible be taken away from the people. 
Or, jf the defign was to extirpate the 
Proteftant religion, and to promote the 
eftablifliment and growth of popery ; then 
let the light of the fcriptures be put out ^ 
and let the word of God be had only in 
a language not underftood. This in a 
Papift may be the more readily excufed 
and tolerated, as it is perfeftly in cha- 
racter. He is engaged in an oppofition> 
he avows an oppofit;ion to fcripture ; and 

would 
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would withold it not only froni one^ but 
from every nation. He is confifteht, he 
is uniform and impartial, in his enmity to 
this light of the word j and in his atr 
tachment to darknefs arid ignorance. Biit 
in a Proteftant this is inexcufable. It is 
not to he tolerated. It is contrary to his 
profeffion and principles. For him, to 
withold the Bi))le from a part of a king* 
dom, or of a. people, is not only a little 
pitiful partiality; but quite inconfifteijt 
with his religion and character. , 

After all,, thefe difproportioned and 
prepofterous, thefe unprotejiant and un^ 
tbrijiian methods, though purfued. with 
xigor and feverity, will not injure the 
fttd propqfed. Suppofe neither the name 
nor the religion of Chrift to be known pr 
heard of, in the principaKty of Wales i 
yet the language of it might fubfift, and 
I believe would fubfift, in fpite of every 
effort of this nature to deftroy it. Violent 
meafures hardly ever anfwer the expeda-i- 
tion. In general they foon fpend them- 

felves 
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fdve$ and end in nothing. Th^ n^y do 
mifchief ; they may diftrefs a perfon or a 
party ; they may ftiew the difpofition and 
temper of the times ; or they may gratify 
the rage of a perfecuting tyrant : and but 
Very little more. The thing principally 
aimed at is yet unaccompliflied, perhaps 
retarded and ndt forwarded. Witnefe 
the heathenifh perfccutions of the apoftles 
and primitive difeiples of Ghrift. Wit- 
nefs ChriiHan perfccutions of Heathens, 
of Jews, and of one another. Witnefe 
Popifh perfecutions of Proteftants; and 
Proteftant perfecutions oE their own 
members and of Papifts. I don't' mean 
to infinuate, that any fuch violence and 
feverity has^ been pradifed, in the prefcnt 
«afe. I only fay, that fuppofe they had 
been pradlifed, diey would very probably 
have proved fruitlefs and inefFe<9:ual- 

Britons in: Wales, without tfie Bible, 
preferved their lang^uage and diftindion 
for bundles of years, preceding the Re- 
formation. The inhabitants of the Me 
of Man have never had a Bible, in their 
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tooflier-tbngue ^ yet they liave retained ^ 
it, through many generations down to the 
prefcnt time. And now at laft, in the 
iigbteenth century of Chriftianity, they, 
are like to begin to read the fcripture in 
their own language, I don't find^ that 
there has been above one edition of this 
t)ook ever printed, for the ufe of Scotland 
and Ireland : yet the Irifh or Erfe inha-^ 
bitants of both thefe countries do ftill 
retain their original language; They ufe 
it in cofnmon at this day; and abundance 
of them underftand not a weird of Engliih. 
This probably^ niay I not fiy ? this cet*- 
tainly, would have been the cafe with 
the inhabitants of Wales, if they had 
never been favoured with the word of 
God. They zxt the moft confiderable 
body of ancient Celts on the face of the 
earthi They arc much more numerous 
than the Manks^ They afe more confi- 
derable for nuniber than the Erfe in Scot- 
land, or their brethren in Ireland. They 
are more coUefted together, and more 
diftinft from their neighbours, than either 
M of 
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of the two laft mentioned people. And 
for that very reafon I conclude^ that th^ 
would have retaiiiicd their language to 
this day» though they ncTer had had a 
Britiih veriion of the Bibk. 

It will be iaid, the.Cornifhhavje whol- 
ly forgot their original tongue^ and are 
become entirely Engliib. I know it: 
but I will not allow this, to be entirely,, 
if at all owing to the- non-<xiftence q£ 
the fcripture in Cocniib, Qtb^ cav^ 
more fuitabie, more efficacious, mayr/bc{ 
affigned for this event. The inlwti- 
tant$ of Cprnwal are notfo nu^^oi^^^ai 
the inhabitants of Wale?* They wiffiej 
never fo diftin<3: andXepyale if<Hn\QtherP* 
as their hrethren on the. Other fide.o£the^ 
Briftol channeL iSTo Qjfas ^k^ in .tkaf 
part of Britain. Tbey have mver hefk 
cooped in by badges and ditches ^ or Or 
ther barriers lefs ruftjc indeed % but mwca 
difagrefable and boftile. T^hey were mr 
ver Jfaugbtered by multitudes Jbr^afo^ ^. 
They were never punijhed for being Cor'^ 

nijki. 
r Wdfh Bards mallacred by Edward I. 
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m/Jo: never txclttded the proteBion of go-* 
vemment: neven dev^d kgai redrefs <?n 
CGmfiaints of inju^ce and oppreffion : nor 
ei>^ di^quatified &:$ a peaple, by ABs of 
P^rlUiimint, from boiding places of honor ^ 
6r of profit in uny part of the kingdom '. 

The abfente of thcfe thiAgs, with re- 
gard to ComwAl, kept open a freq 
cothmunica^n with Engird; and fa-> 
cilitatied t toalltioii and famene^ of lan-^ 
guagev Cdmiherce, and a reciprocation 
o? benefits, al^^4ys fubfifted between , 
that county and the counties adjoining t 
and the Corniih tongue gradi^ly and 
infenfibly gave way to the fuperior ge- 
nius of the Erig^ifh. Four hundred 
years ago, it fcetas to have extelided 
much beyond £he prefcht limits of the 
county. In Richard of direncefter's 
map % Someffetihite was occupied hy the 
Cimbrif probably the Gornilh, whd are 
M 2 fince

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fincc retired beyond the Tamar ; but fo 
infenfibly, that hiflory has taken no .tio-r 
tice of their retreat. In the kft celituf)^ 
they retaine4 fomething of their original 
tongue; but at prcfcnt it is quit^ ex- 
tin^a: *• : and this feems to Ivive been the 
natural and fure effe^Sts of their friendly 
intercourfe with their neighbours. 

But thQ pxiftence of the above re-, 
flrii^ions 4nd hardihips long prevented 
the fatne cSc&$ from taking place^ with 
regard to the principality, Wh^e thefq 
reftraints, &c continued, they pronioted 
enmity ai)d refentment ; they werp thQ 
occai^pn of ill b|Qod a|id ill offices ; of 
endlefe depredations and mifc^iiefs. They 
feem to have fubiifted with the grea^efl 
rigor and feverity under the princes of 
the houfe of Lancafter ; probably on ac- 
count of the attachment of the. Welih 
to the fontraiy party. Under the Tu- 
(iors, they w6re partly repealed, and it 
may be totally difufed; but yet thejt 
were not entirely abrogated, till the year 

1623; 

>. Borlafc's Nat. Hift. of Cornw^l, p. 3x6. 
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i6z^*i not A century and A half ago^ 
They ftiU iiihfift in th^ ftatute^ books of 
this realm ; to ihew, we will fupppfe^ ikm 
Jubjt&s qf Engkmd were treated in diys of 
yore. I would beg leave to recommend 
the printing of them in future — not in 
ikck-^hwi in r^^ letters — as more de- 
fcriptive of their true character and Dr^- 
conic fevcrity : and ,the better to diftinguifh 
them> from the more equal and more gen* 
tie laws oi Britannia to her children. 

Though difagreeable^ it was neceflary 
to take notice of thefe particulars ; in or- 
der to come at the real caufes of the ex- 
tindtion of the Corniih, and of the pre- 
fervation of the Britiih tongue. For the 
reafons abovementioned, the ftate of the 
two languages muft be very different, at 
the time of the Reformation. The Cor- 
nifh had been long on the decline, and 
was approaching to its exit: but tlie 
Wellh was in full ftrength and vigor* 
The people of the former Janguage, as 

ac7 
. "t %l James I. chap. 28. 
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acquainted in gen^id widb the En^Uh^ 
might do widiottt aoj verfion of die 
icriptefc for dieir ufe* The other pec^e 
wanted it» and had it ; but notwithftand^ 
ing thaty their Itoguage has ever fince 
been on the detline. And ib little has 
the IKble afibfted this matter^ that the 
language has declined the tnoft, when 
there has been the greateft quantity of 
Welfh Bibles. Since die commencement 
of this century, the Welfii tongue has 
Ioft» and the Englifh hath gained ground 
more than, in any other period of the fame 
duration. The caujfes of this decay of 
the one, and of the progrefs of the other, 
are in my view of the matter the prefent 
good underilanding and friendfhip, the 
prefent daily intercourfo and reciproca-* 
don of benefits happily fubfiitin^ be- 
tween the two nations. May this difpo-* 
fition and condu<a ever fubfift f May this, 
temper and behavior ever continue an^ 
prevail ! though this declining conditio^ 
of the language fhould prove mortal and 
end in its deatb.

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Though! I mui): CQn£5&^ when I con^* 
lider the prefent ftate of ths trade and 
intcrcouillb between thefe two nalions; 
I cannot &c that England will gain mtich 
by the utljer extindion of ^ the BtitUh 
tongua* 

From Chq>fk)w weftwatd^ round 
by Milford to Holy^bead and^ Cheiler; 
Wales k environed by the Brifk)l and die 
Irifh channel, (x the. ocean^ In all thisi 
Itngth of a>aA, ^ot x Welfh rcfffi is to 
be {ten bound to or from any diftant part 
of the. gkibe; and hardly a boat or z 
coafte^9 except for London, Briftol, or 
fome other place in England* Through-^ 
out iht Mdiole extent of. the principaii^, 
hardly a. pcrfon isi to b& ieen but has 
/oiMtMf^r ^tnd many of them haFO^/^ 
mo^ every thing Englifh about them. 
The lower and midHng Jbrt of people 
may^bexrlad in clothe ^iliaimel, &c« manu^ 
fkd:ared:at home : the inhabitants of: the 
tawns> iuid thfe gentry in the countiy 
mayj eat their own bread and mutton, and. 
drink ifaeir own hpme-brewed ale : . but 

V : in 
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in genferal ihey are clothed after the E3g- 
liih fafhion, and in the manufadurei 
of England. Hence moft oi the goods 
in every fhop in that country. Hence 
the principal of .their clothing, of their 
furniture, and of their beverage, &c. 
Hence many of the articles of common 
life, arid all the articles of luxury. I 
would fain know', what England would 
have more ? What more could it hiave, i£ 
every individual in. that country fpake 
nothing but Englifh ? What more can 
its trading cities and towns expeft, from 
any, part of the kirig*s dominions?. 

Ireland, and Scotland wear much of 
their own manufa(9ra-es 5 and provide 
confiderably for others. Scarce a county 
or confiderable village in England but. is 
noted, for fome particular manufadlure 
arid article of commerce. But Wales 
manufadhires next to nothing: its ironi 
its-moft cohiQdferable article, it works 
little ferther than to make horferfhoes 
and plow-fliares. What is wifjicd to take 
place; and to continue, but wiflxcd ^U 

haps 
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haps in vain, with regard to our colonies 
in America, is actually, is notorioufly the 
cafe in the Principality. It fends to Eng- 
land for every thing. Whatever reprpach 
this may be to the Welih; it is no dif- 
honor, at leaft no difadvantage to the 
Englifli — and they know their interefts 
too well not to fupply every demand 
readily and plentifully. And WeKh Bi- 
bles, confidered as an article of com- 
merce, may have been perhaps the only 
conunodity they ever granted grudgingly 
or Iparingly. 

Upon the whole, in whatever view 1 
confider this defign of difcontinuiqg the 
language of Wales, and of eftabli(hing 
the Englifh in its ftead ; I cannot think 
it any way fo important as is pretend- 
ed. It fecms to me to be very immate- 
rial, efpecially to England | and I fhould 
therefore be a good deal unconcerned a- 
bout it. But when I confider the mea- 
fures propofed to accomplifh this end, I 
can no longer be indifferent. I feel, I a- 
N vow 
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VOW a warmth and emotion ; and I think 
it becomes me. Was I an EngiiflmuOi 
or a Scotchman, my feelings liere, I ap* 
prehend, woidd be tibe fame. And I 
Should look upon it as a duty, to die ut^ 
tnoft of my power, to bear a public tefti* 
mony againft meafures fo prepoflerous 
and inefi^edual ; againft meafiires of fudi 
pernicious and deftrudive coniequences ; 
^igaiaft meafures tending* not to aoj^er 
the end propofed, cm* to make the people 
of Wales ceafe to be Welfh, and become 
Englifh— but tending to make diem ceafe 
to be Proteftants — to make them ceafe to 
1)e Christians— ceafe to be loyal fubjeds 
and good men.

WH E N I call to remembrance, as 
well the face of the corrupted re- 
ligion in England, at what tyme Paules 
Churcheyarde in the citie was occupied by 
makers of alabafter images to be fet up 
in churches 5 and they of Pater-nofter- 
rowe earned their lyving by makyng of 
Pater-nofter bcdes only; they of Aue- 
lane by felling Aue-bedes ; of Crede-lane 
by makying Crede-bedes: as alfo the* 
vaine rites crcfpte into our countrey of 
N z Wales, 
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Wales, whan, infteade of the lyvyng God^ 
men worfhipped dead images of wood 
and ftones, belles and bones, with other 
fuch uncertain reliques I wot not what : 
and withal confider our late general re- 
volt from Goddes moft holy worde once 
receaued, and dayly heare of the lyke en^ 
forced uppon our bretnern in forain coun- 
tryes, having moft piteoufely fufteined 
great calamities, bitter afflidtiohs and 
merciles perfecutions ; under which verye 
many doe yet ftyll remaine: I cannot, 
moft Chriftian Prince, and gracious So- 
ueraine, but even as dyd the poore blynde 
Bartimeus or Samaritane lepre to our Sa- 
uiour, fo I com before your Maiefties 
fecte, and there lying proftrate, not onely 
for myfelf, but alfo for the deliuery of 
many thoufandes of my countrey folkcs, 
from the fpiritual blyndnes of ignoraunce 
and fowl infettion of olde idolatrie and 
falfe fupcrftition, moft humbly and duti- 
fully to acknowlege. your incomparable 
benefite beftowed upon vs in graunting 
the facred fcriptures (the verye renKsdie 

and 
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Aild falve of our ghoftly blyndnefs arid \e^ 
profie) to be had in our beft knowen 
tongue : which as far as euer I can ga- 
ther (thoughe Chrift's trewe religion 
fometyme flooriflied emong our auncefters 
the old Britons) yet were neuer fo en- 
tierlye and uniuerfallye had, as we now 
God be thanked have them. 

Our countreymen in tymes pafled were 
indede moft loth (and that not wythout 
good caufe) to receaue the Romifh reli- 
gion, and yet haue they nowe fynce (fuch 
is the domage of euyll cuftome) bene loth 
to forfake the fame, and to receaue the 
gof^dl of Chrift. But after that thys 
nation, as it is thought, for their apofta- 
fie had ben fore plagued wyth long 
warres, and finally vanquifhed and by 
rigoroufe lawes kept vnder, yet at the 
laft it pleafed God of his accuftomed cle- ' 
mencie to looke down agayne upon them, 
fending a moft godly and noble Dauid 
and a wyfe Solomon, I meane Henry the 
Seventh and his fonne Henry the Eight, 
(both kynges of moft famous memorie, 

and 
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and yotur Graces fathw and grandfather) 
who graciouily releafed their paynes and 
mitigated their intolerable burth^is, tho 
one with charters of liberties^ and tho 
other with Ads of Parlyament^ by a- 
bandoning fr(»n them al bondage and 
thraldome^ and incorporating them wy th 
his other louing fubieds of England. 

Thys^ no doubts was no fmall benefit 
touchyng bodyly welth : but thys boie- 
fit of your Maieiliea prouidence and 
gpodneile excedeth that other fo f^ as 
the foule doeth the bodye. Certame 
noble women, (whereof forac were chiefb 
rulers of thys nowe your ifle of Britain,) 
are by antiquitie vnto us for their fingu- 
kr learning and hercHcal vertues hyghely 
c(Hnmended, as Cambra the F^e, Mar- 
tia the Good, Bunducia the Warkr,
